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GERMANS LOSE IN OPENING ATTACK ON 
A 


FIFTH ARMY TROOPS 
TIGHTENED SQUEEZE 
ON GERMAN FORCES 


EVEN GREATER SQUEEZE 
APPLIED TO NAZIS 
IN NORTH RUSSIA

Fifth Army ttoops tightened the 


squeeze on 100,000 Germans in Cen- 
tral Italy today with local advances 
around bristling Casslno and limit- 
ed gains 60 miles north in the Rome 
bridgehead, which' was "improved" 
and reinforced for the Imminent 
battle for the Eternal City. 


An even greater squeeze was ap- 


plied to a quartr-r million Germans 
In northern Russia by Red armies 
pressing south and west of Lenin- 
grad and west of Novgorod after 
rupturing major enemy communi- 
cations, VllUng 55,000 nnd capturing 
6,000 in violent offensive 
actions 


along 100 mile1* of slushy snow. 
Pravda said the Novgorod army 
had reached th« Luga river at a 
point about ton miles east of the 
' Leningrad-Vitebsk railroad. 


The Russians announced that the 


•lege of Leningrad had been lifted 
completely in the 13 days' campaign 
"which had driven the Germans 40 
to 60 miles from the city and lib- 
erated 700 town1? and villages, 


Argentina, 
after handing pass- 


ports to the Gorman and Japanese 
ambassadors, ordered her merchant 
ships to remain in port until pro- 
tective steps could bo taken. 


The RAF estimated that record 


81.000 tons of bombs 
had 
been 


dropped on ths Germans in Janu- 
ary from allied 
planes 
striking 


from Britain and the Mediterran- 
ean. Marshal Tito asserted that his 
Yugoslav Partisan army had liber- 
ated 70 per cent of Central Bosnia 
and occupied Prnjavor. 


Limited Advnnca. 


Headquarter* in Algiers announc- 


ed "a limited advance" inland In 
the beachhead below Rome where 
German resistance has been hard- 
ening. Thjv»trtfidv Htream.ja{ jc*#»- 
forcements Into the new front and 
the lack of Immediate interest In 
Rome itself made it apparent that 
Gen. Sir Harold Alexander's prime 
objective in the bold amphibious 
operation was to destroy the nine 
German divisions fighting between 
the two Fifth Army fronts. 


Field dispatches said American 


troops had advanced within a half 
mile of f'assino, already abandoned 
by the Nazis. The Americans had 
secured a bridgehead over the Ua- 
pido river, but their gains were 
impeded by minefields and heavy 
fire from cannon, mortars and ma- 
chine-guns. Ten miles to the north, 
the French advanced to Mt. Bel- 
vedere, cutting the road to Atlnn. 


The Hermann Goering division 


reached the southern edge of the 
Rome bridgehead and It was re- 
pulsed In an attack on the fringes 
of the PontinQ marshes with 120 
killed. Warships again bombarded 
the Applan war near Formla to 
tangle 
German 
communications. 


The Eighth Army front near the 
Adriatic was relatively quiet save 
for two German attacks which were 
beaten back near Orsognn. 


Bad weather curtailed flying al- 


though light bombers struck Cis- 
terna and Itrl on the Appian Way 
and inland Ceccano, 30 miles due 
west of Casalno. Fighters main- 
tained constant patrols over the 
battlefieids. 


The Russian, capture of Kras- 


nogvardeisk, 30 miles south of Len- 
ingrad, complicated the German 
defense piublem in the north. The 
big junctions of Tosno, Luban and 
Chudovo tottered.

President Roosevelt's advisory unit 
on war and post war policy.
